For:..the seeker in ‘the 1990's, there are a number of Ways, Paths, Traditions and 
schools available for Initiation. in general, the three major categories of 
teaching and phenomena are: Magick, Religion and the Sideshow. 


tin the Sideshow exist such things as the Channelling Phenomena, seances, vast 
life regressions, ouija boards, firewalking, UFO contacts, etc. While these 
activities have a certain amount of entertainment value, they have little direct 
importance for one's Spiritual evolution or attainment of power. The various 
activities gathered under the title of “New Age" are generally as harmless and 
useless as the activities of established institutional religions. 

Under the category of Religion, I include both mainstream religions like Judaism, 
isiam, Christianity, Buddhism, Vedanta as well as mNhe-1tnderground Teligionse of 
Wicca, Druidism, Voodoo, and. various neoO-pagan groups. The latter group 
Provide genuine initiation, if pursued far enough; but the mainstream reLLCLOnS 
are bankrupt of power and truth Jin our times... ;

Magick offers the most direct means of Initiations. Unlike religions, it. does 
not stop with the dualism of god and devotee, but rater employs Invocation as 
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Magickal svstems vary from. one ethnic group to another; the focus of Chis) writing 
concerns Western Magick, and of that subdivision, we § of ceremonial, or ritual] 
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Horus is "the Lord of Force and Fire", Who strikes at cowardice and hypocrisy, 
destroys restriction, and demolishes Old and worthless structures of thought and 
attitude. The crumbling of Cotalitarian Socialist regimes in Central and Eastern > 
Furope and in the USSR is evidence of the power of the hawk-headed god. More 
evidence is available in the withering of Christianity. One of Horus' main jobs 

1s to wipe out the remnants of Structures of thought based on the formula of Osiris, 
Horus’ father, the Dying and Resurrected God of Salvation. The Christian formula 
Of the life, death and resurrection of Jesus echoes to the Archtype of Osiris, as 
do Dionysus, John Barleycorn as the Green Man, and others. 


The spiritual evolution of humanity reads like a family melodrama: the grandpar- 
ents are the Nameless Aeon, that vast stretch of pre-history, the time and 
formula of the Ancestors, whose rites today take the form of Voodoo and Shamanism. 
The Aeon of Isis is the Mother, who is also Maiden and Crone as the Triple God- 
aess, Her time begins in the transition from nunter-gatherers to herders and 
farmers, and ends is the birth Of cities. Her rites are Kalipuja and Wicca. 


Osiris is the Sky Father, Dyus Pitar, Ju-piter, Indra, Yaveh. He began His father- 
hood as a tribal leader, and ended it with the Spiritual blackmail of Salvationisn. 
Horus restored His Father Osiris as King, but in the Kingdom of the Dead as the 
Judge of the Dead. Horus we have spoken of, the Son of Isis and Osiris. 


Maat is the Daughter, comrade to Horus and His partner in the reshaping of the 
world. Maat is the most abstract of the Egyptian gods, who are called neter, 
Or principles. Maat is the neter of Truth, justice, uprightness, honesty and 
boundaries. She and Thoth/Tehuti designed and created the Universe, and as the 
Feather, Maat is the measure against which the heart of the deceased is weighed 
‘ain the balance-scale of Anubis in Osiris: court of Judgement. Hers is Simply 
Maat Magick in its many forms. 


The Wordless Aeon is yet to come. It is the Aeon of descendants, posterity, of 
the children to be. It's represented by the neter Heru-Pa-Kraat, or Harpocrates, 
the child-god of Silence. The neter of the Nameless Aeon is Bes, the dwarf-god 
from inner Africa. These two Short (but indescribably powerful ) principles neatly 
bracket the named Aeons. 


Briefly, then, the Aeonic formulae may oe summarized as duration, birth, death and 
rebirth, destruction of restriction, balanced building and silence. 


The balanced building of Maat lies in the midwifing of Homo veritas, Of becoming 
Homo veritas oneself, of promoting and expediting the growth cf a new species of 
humanity. This change is unlike any other that the human race has experienced 
Since the advent of true speech. What distinguishes Homo veritas from Homo 
Sapiens is a double consciousness: our familiar individual awareness plus an 
awareness of and an awareness shared by every other individual of the Species, 
despite distance and Stage of life. 


Our sensory reducing valves work on this second consciousness as well as they do 
on individual consciousness. What we pay attention to comes into focus against 
the background clutter and noise, and our attention can be gained by broadcast 
cries of pain and distress. Take some time at this point and consider what kind 
of a world this will be when a majority has been achieved. What wil] happen to 
violence, cruelty, Starvation, wars, armies, Governments, economies, dictators? 


Carl Jung wrote of the Collective Unconscious, and cited examples of the Archtypes 
appearing in the pantheons of widely-scattered ethnic 9roups as proof of this 
shared reality. Now 1S the tire for “umanity to awaken, to bring the Race Uncon- 


scious to full waking consciousness, so we can get on with our work ina larger 
arena. | | 


How does Maat Magick work? One begins with oneself. Read the works of Aleister 
woe AM in particular Magick in inenty ane and EAR ace, meaick vit without sees Book

the Law. Practice and "an widetstend Thelemic Magick. W When you = attained to 
Knowledge and Conversation of the Holy Guardian Angel, then invoke Maat. 


I will give a simple method for contacting the Maat Current at the end of this 
article. Meanwhile, let's consider the course of your progress. 


With the attainment of Knowledge and Conversation of the Holy Guardian Angel 
(K&COHGA), one achieves one’ s calling in life, one's vocation. Ideally, one S 
True Will will provide one's livelihood in it’s fulfillment, but cften one’ 
‘Mundane employment serves to support one's major activity, one's true incon in 
doing, and, as a means to money, provides a way of applying the results of the 
true Work. In the course of its practice, Magick comes to permeate every aspect 
of life. 


The basic material on Maat Magick is found in The Cincinnati Journal of Magick, 
Issues i-7, and in Kenneth Grant's ae = of B Eden and Outside the Circles of 
Time. 


The Primary document is Liber Pennae Praenumbra, the Book of the Preshadowing of 
the Feather. The Feather is Maat's aat's main symbol, the form in which She is depicted 
in the scale-pan of Anubis. When She is depicted in human form, She wears a 
feather in a headband, tucked upright before her left ear. Liber P.P. is printed 
in Journal #1, and again in Journal #5 in my handwriting (the Editor thought it 
“would be a good idea, Magickally. } It also appeared in Aeon magazine. 


It describes a vision in which Maat is questioned on Her appearance in time only 

seventy years after the Equinox that introduced the Aeon of Horus. She describes 
Her concurrency, declares Her necessity, changes forms to intoduce informational 

visions, convenes Her Priesthood, gives them Her Word of Power, gives directions 

for the Mass of Maat, and describes the course of the Magickal Current. 


Other writings that followed Liber P.P. are Commentary Beta in Journal #2 (Commen- 
tary Alpha was: “It works."), The Forgotten Ones (by ‘'Nahada 624, also in #2; the 


~ Return of the Elder Gods and The Feast of the Hive in #3. Issue #4 is devoted to 


graphics rather than words, and has some photos of paintings derived from the 
Maat Current. 


In Journal number five is the holograph version of Liber P.P., plus five chapters 
of theory and practice for the first five Spheres of the Tree of Life. Rituals 
are Gescribed in detail, all of which I have performed personally at least once 
(and survived). Journal #6 has The Second Book of The Forgotten Ones by Allen 
Holub, a colleague from the early days of the Cincinnati Magickal scene. 


en #7 is awaiting publication as of this writing; it contains an article on 
Panaeonic Magick, which is a dence sem recent development of the Maat Current. 


In Quaballistic terms, Maat is the: ‘Sutiber of Tetragrammaton, the He final. 
She completes the Named Aeons, and functions as the gateway to the future, in any 
sense of the term that exists. 


Time is a dimension that cannot be fully grasped by those who live within it,

who see it as a linear duration of change. In certain vision states, it's 
possible to see time as a whole, with the exhausted past and potential future 
as solid and vital as the present. In these vision states, "the" Universe is 
a branching, complex structure with an emphasized, glowing line winds its way 
through branching pathways. This line represents Mainstream Reality. 


There are clusters of branches sprouting from nodes along the path of Mainstream 
Reality, the “paths not taken", alternate realities that never manifested for us 
in our history because of fateful decisions made at the nodes. Our linear appre- 
hension of Mainstream Reality has brought us to another crisis node; some of the 
alternate futures are the earth as a radioactive Cinder, or as a ball of toxic 
Sludge, or as a rigidly totalitarian world State, Or a scarred ecosystem with 

the humans missing--or an Earth upon which Homo veritas has emerged, with industry 
in orbit, ecosystems restored. 


Maat Magick exists to steer our Mainstream Reality to the last alternative meation- 
ed. To do this, we construct a "path of least resistance" to manifestation by 
first, clearing -out the resistances, or garbage, and then transforming ourselves 
and those we touch into conductors of the Magickal Current. We seek and achieve 
Our individual awakening to double consciousness through intensive Temple-work 

as well as the constant exercise of empathy, of understanding other individuals. 
This understanding does not involve moral judgements, nor does it require approval, 
disapproval, nor neutrality. ie 


It's all a matter of firm intent and actual, daily, conscientious practice, after 
one's first, convincing contact with the Race Consciousness. We all have the 
capacity for double consciousness at the present time; Maat Magick provides means 
of accessing this capacity, of putting hitherto unrecognized ability into practice. 
The global communications network is a great aid to the process of becoming aware 
of the existence, the needs, the thoughts and feelings of all others of our species. 


Maat Magick is also a complete Initiatory system for the individual, as is Thelemic 
Magick. The Maat system deals with the Mystic as well as the Magick, since the 
Cwo modes are inseparable, two sides of the same process. 


in Mysticism, one begins with the awareness of one's unique individuality, and 
pursues a deeper, higher understanding of oneself, the Universe and the Source of 
both. Most Western Magickal Orders have a system of grades and degrees as their 
structure. The grade system posits the idea that there are distinct phases of 
one's spirituality, and that the natural course of spiritual development can be 
helped or accelerated through Initiation. Initiation consists of a new and more 
complete level of understanding reality. Traditionally, for each grade, there are 
prerequisite tasks to perform, literature to study, tests to pass, and a vow or 
oath of the grade to be taken in ritual. 


There is no official Order of the Maat Current, although at one point there was 

a Claimant for the nonexistant post. There is a Horus-Maat Lodge in the USA, 

and a European Maat Network in England and the Continent; these are networks(loose) 
of information exchange and joint Workings of Maat Magickians, people who have 
undertaken their own experimental Magick using the Maat Current and the Double 
Current. 


For the Mystical pursuit of a higher and deeper understanding, the Oaballah pro- 
vides an excellent system in the Tree of Life and all its ramifications. All true 
Initiation is Self-Initiation. The tasks, Ordeals and oaths, the rituals, grades 
and degrees of the past could only provide Support and assistance to the Candidate; 


understand: cannot be given, but only achieved.

The rituals in Journal #5 a1 designed as self-Initiation rituals. The published 
material goes only as far as the Sphere of Tiphereth, or the Heart Chakra, or the 
sphere of the Sun. By that time, the practitioner should be able to construct 
his/her own self-Initiation rituals. 


Initiation carries a paradox: the deeper you dive into the reality of vourself 
and the Universe, the more tenuous does that reality become until it disappears 
altogether, the Seeker included. The source of all things is No-thing; likewise, 
all things are No-thing. The whole serious package of birth, life, death, and 
rebirth, the world that we see as solid and the thoughts that we think we think 
are, aS the Hindus put it, maya or illusion. 


There are those Mystics who stopped at that realization and zoomed away into the 
No-thing-ness to leave a corpse in lotus DOSiL1IOon.. .In. erder.t6 take tHe final 
step in the process, though, one must come to a complete realization that there 
1s no aifference between the Nothing and the All, that the distinction between 
illusion and reality is in itself meaningless, that "Samsara is Nirvana". 

At this point one can begin to do real Magick. 


Magick deals with Maya, with images, by imagination; it shapes and turns the 
events in the dense reality of the material world by making changes on the plane/ 
level/Sphere "above" the world. Magick brings down the power of the Mystical 
realizations into the density of the world in order to manifest the realizations 
achieved, to give them flesh and form. 


It often happens that when one begins making the higher realizations, there often 
appear some wild talents, psychic abilities, even the ability to work minor 
miracles. These effects belong to the Sideshow, and are called the siddhis. 

With diligent pursuit of the Initiatory pathway, these will fade out of normal 
occurance and will take their distractions with them. People who become enamored 
of the siddhis and cultivate their range and power, will find themselves in a 
Closed loop, cut off from the stream of the Current and stagnating. 


A difference that I've noted between Maat Magick and other systems of Magick is 
that the other systems stress the individual and the Order, but never the world 
or the Universe or the entire human race. A point could be made that a Seeker 
has his/her hands full with the individual problems and progresses, but that 
view is too narrow for the multiplex reality in which we live. We are so linked 
with everything fxom subatomic particle/vwaves to the “ribe of Galaxies that our 
smallest action affects the entire spectrum of existence. The more we come to 
realize this, the greater our influence becomes and the more Our responsibility 
increases as living talismans, 


The main reason that Maat has no Magickal Order of Her own is that hierarchal 
Structures and institutions soon come to exist for their own Sake, and seek to 
perpetuate themselves. In my opinion, a valid System of Initiation sei f~- 
destructs upon successful completion. If Maat Magick works as it should on the 
Initiate, he/she outgrows the need for anyone else's system, and erects his/her 
own. 


The simplest way of contacting and experiencing the Maat Current is the Feather 
and Flame ritual. Light a candle and place it before you in such a position 

that it's level with your mouth when you're seated comfortably. Hold the feather 
between your mouth and the flame. Begin speaking aloud the word IPSOS, repeating 
it in your own rhythm and tempo. The breath of your speaking should vibrate the 


feather without disturbing the flame. then it feels appropriate to do so, permit 


the volume of the word to fade to Silence, but keep repeating it mentally. 
Lower the feather, close your eyes and continue repeating the word in your 
mind. It will fade and disappear, at which point you will experience Maat. 


When you notice that you're not Saying the word any more, begin it again silently. 


Give the process about twenty-minutes to a half hour, then slowly return to 
waking consciousness. Each individual experiences the contact with the Current 
individually; the experience is unmistakable, whatever form it takes.
